APPEAL TO “TAY PAY.”

“Dawn", produced by the .Domin- 
jong Film Company, which recon- 
structs ‘Lhe story of edith Cavell, 
the English nurse, «who in 1915 
Was court-martialled, and shot, 
during the German occupation of 
Brussels, for helping ‘prisoners of 
war Lo esenpe. a 

The film has not yet been ex- 
hibited, nor has it yet passed the 
Beard of Film Censors. as 

This board, of-which Mr. T. P. 
O'Connor is the president, has. no 
ofticial status, but is the organisa- 
tion voluntarily established by the 
members ,of ‘the film trade. Al- 
though the makers, of the film'con- 
fend that its underlying theme is 
against, war.and its horrors, and 
that there is nothing in the. inci- 
dents portrayed that’ should give 
Offehce to any natich, the view is 
strongly “held in many quarters. 
that its exhibition -at the present 
might revive bitter memories of 
the War, and retard the healing 
process of time. : 

German Embassy's Action. 


The German Embassy in London 

have made inquiries on the subject 
and it has,'been explained that 
apart from the suppression by the 
IIome ‘Office on the score of Im- 
morality, the Government has no 
power of, censorship over films. 
. Although no official representa- 
tions have been miade to the Board 
of Censors, itis, however, under- 
good. that Sir Austen ,Chamber-

country they belong, whether 
friend or former cnemy, who ad-~ 
mire selfless devotion to duty and 
serene fortitude in the hour of 
her trial.

Loss of Beauty. | -

loss of its beauty, and without the 
danger of con{roversy, when the 
Japse, of..years’ had .made it his- 
tory, but for himself, Sir Austen 
feels that it ig more beautiful in 
his memory ‘than ‘any picture could 
make it.’ ;
